On June 1, 2011 Upward Endeavors, LLC ("the Company") applied for a rate increase with the
Public Service Commission (Commission). By Commission Order No. 2011-442 dated June 22, 2011,
the Commission granted the South Carolina Office of Regulatory Staff ("ORS") request to conduct an
examination. This letter contains the results of ORS's examination.

Based on the current tariff and the actual financial results provided by the Company for the year
ended December 31, 2010, ORS calculated a coverage ratio of 88.44 percent after adjustments on
regulated revenue. Based on the data examined for twelve months, a tariff increase would result in a
coverage ratio of 81.86 percent and additional revenue of $43,819.08 for the twelve months studied.
